Turkey announces 
operations inside 
Iraq are over 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Last week’s 
operations carried oat by Turkish 
forces inside Iraqi territory against 
“armed elements" have been 
completed successfully and the 
forces have been withdrawn, a sta- 
tement issued by the Turkish 
embassy said Thursday. “The 
‘armed groups containing also the 
Armenian terrorists and persons 
against whom there is legal pursuit 
in Turkey, had violated security in 
the Turkish border area and sec- 
urity and tranquillity of the Tur- 
kish people. The operation was 
carried out last week with the agr- 
eement of the Iraqi Government 
in a limited area of a maximum of 
3 kilometres of depth," the sta- 
tement said. 

Israeli police free 
Arab after questioning 
on murder of nuns 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli police 
said Friday they had released an 
Arab held for questioning in con- 
nection with the murder of two 
Russian Orthodox nuns last 
month. The Arab was described as 
a resident of Bethlehem who for- 
merly worked at the convent in a 
Jerusalem suburb where the mur- 
ders were committed. 

Klibi in Beirut 

BEIRUT (R) — Arab League 
Secretary-General Chadli Klibi 
arrived here Friday for talks with 
Lebanese officials on the 
Lebanon-Israel troop withdrawal 
accord which has put Beirut at 
odds with Arab hardliners. Libyan 
leader Col. Muammar Qadhafi 
has called on the 22-member 
Arab League to impose sanctions 
on Lebanon as it did against Egypt 
after Cairo’ s 1 979 treaty with Isr- 
ael. ‘ 

U.S. representatives 
okay Lebanon 
recovery aid bill 

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
House of Representatives Thu- 
rsday approved a Lebanon rec- 
overy aid bill requiring con- 
gressional approval of any sub- 
stantial change in the U.S. Marine 
contingent there. The house end- 
orsed the bill 276-76 and sent it to 
the Senate where final approval 
was expected. The bin would aut- 
horise SI 00 million in economic 
recovery aid for Lebanon and 
SI 5 1 million in military credit 
sales to strengthen Lebanese gov- 
ernment control of the country.

PARIS (R) — A French doctor 
jailed on spying charges for eight 
years 6y an Afghan court in March 
has been pardoned and will be' rel- 
eased shortly, a French Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said Friday. 
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Israelis on alert for 


invasion anniversary 


BEIRUT (R) — Israeli troops tightened their 
grip on South Lebanon Friday and Lebanese 
security forces broke up student protests in 
Beirut as the country looked nervously ahead 
to the first anniversary of Israel’s invasion. 
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Security sources in the southern 
port of Sidon said the Israelis have 
detained over 100 people in sou- 
thern Lebanon in the last three 
days. Beirut newspapers said Isr- 
ael feared more guerrilla assaults 
around Monday’s anniversary. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
outside Beirut denied that security 
had been tightened and said mil- 
itary activity was at normal levels. 

But journalists who drove into 
Israeli-held territory Friday rep- 
orted heavily increased foot pat- 
rols in Sidon and many more roa- 
dblocks than usual on the key 
coast road. 

In Beirut, security sources said 
Lebanese police and troops broke 
up an anti-Israeli demonstration 
amid scuffles on the American 
University campus Friday mor- 
ning. 

Eyewitnesses said about 200 
students shouted slogans against 
Israeli occupation and sang the 


national anthem. A handful were 
arrested but later released. 

In the south, Israeli troops arr- 
ested 45 people Friday as pan of 
their drive against repeated gue- 
rrilla attacks, security sources 
reported. 

Beirut press reports said the 
Israelis demolished walls along 
the coastal road to deny cover to 
ambushers. An Israeli patrol was 
rocketed on this main supply route 
two nights ago. - 

A Reuter correspondent in 
Sidon said residents had also 
noted increased reconnaissance 
flights by Israeli planes in the 
Sidon and Nabatiyeh areas Friday 

morning 

He said Israeli troops had set up 
observation posts on rooftops. 
Beirut newspapers reported Isr- 
aeli searches of homes, hospitals, 
government buildings - and Red 
Cross offices.

Nahar said 30 Palestinian families 
in the area had been forced to quit 
their homes for refugee camps 
after threats from unidentified 
Lebanese armed groups. 

The evictions were part of a 
fam iliar pattern of harassme n t an d 
violence by Lebanese militias, bel- 
ieved to be rightists, against Pal- 
estinians in the southern pan of 
the country. 

State-run Beirut Radio rep- 
orted three Israeli warplanes 
broke the sound barrier over the 
Bekaa Valley, where Israeli and 
Syrian troops are face-to-face. 

Meanwhile, Lebanese officials 
have rejected Israeli charges that 
they are stalling over ratification 
of last month’s Israeli troop wit- 
hdrawal accord which has been 
sharply opposed by Syria. 

The Lebanese cabinet Wed- 
nesday referred the agreement, 
signed by the two countries and 
witnessed by the United States on 
May 17, to the single-chamber 
parliament for approval. 

A senior Israeli official said 
Wednesday Israel intended to 
seek clarification from Lebanon 
over what he called the Beirut 
government’s delay in ratifying 
Die accord. 


Arens, Begin oppose unilateral pullout 


TEL AVIV (R) —Israeli Defence 
Minister Moshe Arens Friday 
opposed the idea of a unilateral 
Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon, 
saying it would play into the hands 
of Syria,. 

“1 believe that the Syrians are 
only waiting for us to get out, so 
that they and the PLO can occupy 
the areas we evacuate without 
being under pressure from Israel,” 
he told reporters on his return 
from talks in Paris. 


Earlier on Friday Israeli off- 
icials said Prime Minister Men- 
achem Begin was also against an 
unconditional withdrawal as fav- 
oured by the opposition Labour 
Party, which Friday voted for a 
two-stage retreat over three 
months. 

• The resolution said the wit- 
hdrawal should begin with or wit- 
hout agreement from Syria to eva- 
cuate its troops. 

Labour leader Shimon Peres 


said his party’s recommendation 
would prevent a war with Syria 
and reduce casualties among Isr- 
aeli soldiers. 

The party said the partial wit- 
hdrawal should be .followed up 
within two to three months by a 
total evacuation from Lebanon, 
which Israel invaded last June 6.

U.N. team 
begins 
hearings 
on occupied 
territories

AMMAN — A United Nations 
committee set up to investigate 
Israeli practices afteciing the 
human rights of the people living 
in the occupied Arab territories 
began its hearings Thursday in 
Amman. 

The committee, which is the 
only source for the United Nations 
General Assembly to gather inf- 
ormation on the human rights sit- 
uation in the occupied territories, 
is hearing testimonies from a 
number of people and will report 
its findings to the General Ass- 
embly. The committee, which arr- 
ived in Amman Thursday, is sch- 
eduled to be here until Monday. 

On Thursday the committee, 
headed by the permanent Sri Lan- 
kan representative to the United 
Nations. Ignatius B. Fonseka, 
heard the testimonies of 20 Pal- 
estinians deponed to Jordan by 
the Israeli occupation authorities. 

The deponees spoke about the 
“arbitrary Israeli measures aga- 
inst the Arab residents, edu- 
cational institutions and teachers 
in the occupied territories." the 
Jordanian news agency. Petra, 
said. 

The committee, which includes 
Professor Becir Meholijic of Yug- 
oslavia and Alinoune Sene from 
Senegal, has been refused entry to 
the occupied territories by Israel. 

The committee will hold two 
other sessions of hearings in 
Amman on Saturday and Sunday 
before proceeding to Damascus

Shamir urges world pressure on Syria 


ROME ,(R) — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir Friday 
called for international pressure 
on Syria to withdraw its troops 
from Lebanon. 

At a press conference following 
talks with Italian Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo, he also sug- 
gested Israel had been misled by 
the United States at the time of the 
troop withdrawal agreement 
which it reached with Lebanon 
last month. 


“We appeal to the international hdraw its troops. Mr. Colombo 


and the European Community to 
support the accord -between Leb- 
anon and Israel and influence 
other parties in the region to res- 
pect the decision to withdraw all 
foreign forces from Lebanese ter- 
ritory," he said.

Iraqi raid’ 
damages two 
ships in Gulf 

LONDON (R) — Iraqi planes have 
seriously damaged two merchant 
ships in a bombing raid near the 
southern Iranian port of Bandar 
Khomeini, Lloyds shipping int- 
elligence said Friday. 

The 10, 186-ton Indian bulk car- 
rier APJ Priti sustained a direct hit 
in the attack on Tuesday . It was set 
ablaze and its engine room was 
damaged but aU 45 crew were 
unhurt and evacuated from the 
drip, Lloyds said. 

The fire on board the APJ Priti 
was Thursday night reported to 
have been extinguished but the 
extent of the damage was unclear. 
The vessel, with a cargo of bagged 
urea, is owned by Calcutta-based 
Surendra Overseas. 


Arafat off to Romania 

DAMASCUS lR> — Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat, facing a revolt 
by dissident guerrilla officers, left here Friday on a surprise visit to 
Romania. 

The Palestinian news agency WAFA said Mr. Arafat would hold 
talks with Romanian officials on “the situation in the region and 
relations between the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) and 
Romania.” 


‘PLO and Israel offered 
arms to Red Brigades’ 


ROME (R) — Both the Israeli 
secret services and extremist fac- 
tions in the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) offered arms 
to Italy's Red Brigades during the 
1970s, according to a par- 
liamenlary report on the leftist 
urban guerrilla group. 

The report, based on a three- 
year inquiry by an aD-party com- 
mittee of 40 deputies and sen- 


ators, says the Red Brigades had 
considerable shipments of arras 
from the Palestinians in 1978 and 
1979, but refused the Israeli offer, 
made in 1974. 

Its findings, made available to 
Reuters, are due to be officially 
published after a final sitting of the 
committee on June 9. Its task was

PLO team,

MOSCOW (R) - A delegation 
from the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), led by Yas- 
ser Arafat's closest aide Sal ah 
Khalaf, held talks Friday with Sov- 
iet government officials, TASS 
news agency reported. 

The Soviet agency said pro- 
blems (inked with the Middle East 
and issues of Soviet-Palestinian 
cooperation were discussed. 

Mr. Khalaf, popularly known 
as Abu lyad, met Vitaly Ruben: 
chairman of the Soviet of Nat- 
ionalities — one of the two char 
mbers of the Soviet parliament — 
as well as leaders of the Soviet 
coordination committee for pre- 
parations for an international con- 
ference on the Palestine question^ 

TASS did not say if the del- 
egation discussed a rebellion in 
Mr. Arafat's Fateh movement. 


Kohl says U.S. serious in Geneva talks 


BONN (R) — West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl said Friday 
he believed the United States was 
“seriously, responsibly and rea- 
sonably” seeking an agreement at 
talks with the Soviet Union on 
curbing medium-range missiles in 
Europe. 

Mr. Kohl's remarks were rep- 
orted at a news conference by 
government spokesman Peter 
Bocnisch after the chancellor had 
hour-long talks with U.S. chief 
negotiator Paul Nitze. 

Mr. Boenisch said Mr. Nitze 


would visit Bonn again on June 30 
to brief Mr. Kohl on the latest 
state of the negotiations before 
the chancellor travels to Moscow 
on July 4 for talks with Soviet lea- 
der Yuri Andropov. 

Mr. Kohl assured Mr. Nitze of 
Bonn's full support and expressed 
“personal sympathy for his way of 
conducting the talks," the spo- 
kesman said. 

The statement appeared to be a 
further hint that Bonn welcomed 
the informal solution reached by 
Mr. Nitze and his Soviet cou- 


nterpart Yuli Kviizinsky during a 
“walk in the woods" last summer, 
but later rejected by both Was- 
hington and Moscow. 

That approach would have lim- 
ited both the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union to 75 medium-range mis- 
sile systems in Europe, excluding 
the controversial American 
Pershing-2 rocket. 

Asked whey the deal had been 
rejected by the U.S.. Mr. Boenisch 
said: “It would really not be a 
good idea to become obsessed 
with that walk in the woods." 


6 die in mystery Frankfurt ‘blood-bath’ 


FRANKFURT, West Germany 
(R) — Six people died, including 
three teenagers, in what police cal- 
led a “real blood-bath’’ shooting 
at a school near Frankfurt Friday. 

Another 1 5 were wounded inc- 
luding a teacher who tried to shi- 
eld his pupils from the gunman 
with his body. 


The Spokesman said five of the 
wounded were in critical condition 
including the teacher who used his 
body as a shield. Another 57 pup- 
ils and teachers were taken to hos- 
pital suffering from shock. 

The dead teacher and the chi- 
ldren were all killed in a second 
floor classroom. The policeman, 
who ran into the school to inv-

According to the company's 
recent figures, “the copper ore 
reserves in the Arab countries tot- 
alled 5.N6M.I thousand metric 
tons of metal content and the lead 
ore reserves totalled 4t»3.s.K tho- 
usand metric tons of metal con- 
tent." Mr. Taher stated. 

Asked about the main obj- 
ectives of organising the sym- 
posium. Mr. Taher said “the aim 
of the symposium is to investigate 
ways and means of initiating joint 
Arab projects for the exploitation 
of lead and copper minerals in the 
Arab World starting with mining 
operations and then going auto 
processing and industrialisation." 


Specialist papers 

Specialist papers, which cover 
some aspects related to the ext- 
raction. smelting, manufacturing 
and marketing of copper and lead 
in the Arab World, will be pre- 
' 'sented by the participants during 
the symposium. The papers will be 
of two categories: “the first will 
deal with the copper and lead sit- 
uation in specific countries: while 
the second will be of a general 
nature." Mr. Taher explained. 

Participants in the seminar are 
mainly drawn from the ministries 
and institutions in the different 
Arab countries. "There will also 
be representatives from a number 
of financial and developmental 
Islamic and Arab institutions as 
well as representatives from the 
United Nations." he added. 

The countries represented will 
be Morocco. Mauritania, Tunisia. 
Jordan. Sudan. Kuwait. Oman. 
Saudi Arabia, the United Arab 
Emirates. Libya and Iraq. 

Jordan’s full role 

Jordan will play a full pan in the 
symposium due to its large copper 
reserves, and a representative will 


present a paper on “the present 
situation and future planning for 
the copper industry.” 

"Jordan is also to play a spe- 
cialised role in a future symposium 
focusing on other minerals such as 
phosphates.” he said. 

Mr. Taher pointed out that 
since the beginning of the com- 
pany's "operational life”, which 
started in mid 1976. it has con- 
tributed to 12 projects in various 
Arab countries, two of which were 
situated in Jordan. "The company 
contributed to the Potash project 
in Jordan to the tune of 25 per 
cent of the equity, and supplied 1 0 
per cent of the capital in the Jor- 
danian chemical industries," he 
pointed out. 

In answer to a question on his 
hopes for the results of the sym- 
posium, Mr. Taher said "we hope 
that the participants will come out 
with certain recommendations 
which will then be conveyed to all 
the concerned Arab governments. 
This we hope will act as the basis 
for further coordination among 
Arab countries for the purpose of 
creating joint Arab ventures in the 
field of mining, and starting with 
copper and lead. ” he added.

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Washington at a pause 

ACCORDING to Mr. Nicholas Veliotes, the U.S. assistant 
secretary of state for Near Eastern and South Asian affairs, top 
' Middle East policy makers in Washington will next week be 
reassessing the IKS." peace efforts in Lebanon and their bro- 
' ader application to a peace settlement in this region. By rea- 
' ssessment, Mr. Veliotes told reporters after his appearance 
before a congressional committee on Thursday, he meant mer- 
: ely a review of policy, but went further to acknowledge that 
' now the Ll.S. is “at a pause” in the Middle East. 

Although there is no guarantee that a reassessment of Ame- 
rican policies on Lebanon and the wider question of the Arab- 
lsraeli conflict would produce a better deal for the Arabs, we 
would still prefer the Reagan administration to reassess, rather 
than review , its role in this area, since the physical effort would 
be the same in both cases. But, basically, it is up to the U.S. 
policy makers what they do with their time and effort. 

As far as next week's discussions in Washington will have a 
’ direct impact on us here in the Middle East, we are mainly 
concerned with how the U.S. government would decide to 
tackle the situation, but on Lebanon first. 

For the occasion, we imagined this scenario: 

To break the deadlock on Lebanon, the U.S. policy makers 
will have a number of options to choose from: ] j Encourage the 
Israelis to solve the problem of non-Lebanese troop wit- 
hdrawals through military means. Senator Paul Tsongas might 
support this option ihe said as much during a recent visit to 
Israel), but the administration is highly unlikely to go for it, for 
obvious reasons of course. 2) Push Tor a unilateral Israeli 
pullback from Lebanon (the Israeli opposition party has called 
for such a step, why not the U.S.?). This might be a plausible 
option, but would it really help? 3) Pressure Syria into acc- 
epting the Lebanese-lsraeli withdrawal agreement of May 17. 

- Arab pressure was not forthcoming or has not worked. Soviet 
pressure is ruled out. 4) Topple President Assad's regime. 
Wow! We are nearly back .to option number one. 5) Abandon 
Lebanon. No, of course not, there is too much at stake. , 

. What then? These are, options that wiU «ot work J Try spm- 
■ et fling that will. Like 6) Induceime Syrians. to cooperate 

in return for the Golan Heights, and ask the Russians to help. 
This is one of the very few options that might work. 

Impossible. Out of step. And, above all, this is just a review ‘ 
of policy, not a reassessment— understood? 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: No justice on Spain's side 

THE forthcoming visit ol the speaker of the Spanish parliament to 
Israel and the opening of an air route between Madrid and Tel Aviv is 
a serious development in Spanish-lsraeli relations. Spain has never 
had diplomatic relations with Israel, and (his present gesture ind- 
icates that the Spanish door will probably now be open to Israel to use 
its unscrupulous publicity machine to mislead Spanish public opi- 
nion. which has been pro-Arab for the last decades. 

It is also suspected that the new Spanisli-isracli arrangement her- 
alds the establishment of diplomatic relations between the two sides.. 
Most unusual about the move is its liming, as Israel is currently, 
parading its ami-peace stance, and is manipulating the Lebanese 
crisis to serve its hcgemonistic ends. Its practices in the occupied 
Arab territories daily parade its annexationist plans, and its int- 
entions to build the Med-Dcad Canal have not wavered. Israel's 
aggression against Jordan and the whole Arab Nation is clear, and no 
justification can be found to endorse the Spanish move. Fur- 
thermore. Spain's decision comes at a time when Israel still insists on 
the annexation of old Jerusalem, and subjects both Christians and 
Muslims to its reign of terror. 

Al Dustour: American onesidedness 


REGARDLESS ol the fact that the U.S. -sponsored Lebanon- Israel 
‘ accord is still only a theoretical document, the Israelis insist on 
dealing with the Lebanese situation according to their own heg- 
emonistic ambitions. The Lebanese government has referred the 
accord to its parliament, which has not convened yet to discuss the 
issue. The step is then dependent on the Lebanese President's dec- 
ision. Nonetheless. Israel works strictly according to its und- 
erstanding. considering the accord a given fact to which no one has 
the right to object. 

The American attitude in no wav differs from the Israeli one. The 

• LLS. should be more careful in its altitude to the accord until it is 
approved by the Lebanese authorities. U.S. pressure on Lebanon, 
which goes hand in hand with Israeli pressure, is not easy to und- 
erstand. It such an attitude coincides with Israel's plans for Lebanon. 

* no objective onlooker can accept a similar attitude to be adopted by 
the mediator. The alleged defensive invasion of Lebanon has turned 

.'.into an attempt at solidifying Israel's occupation of Lebanon. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Prioritising the water issue 

SATISFYING the increasing needs for water in Jordan is one of the 
. outstanding challenges our society will face in the near future. A look 
at the working papers prepared for the seminar on drinking water 
and environmental protection, held recently in Amman, shows that 
the subject has been a major concern of a number of state bodies. 
Regardless of the fact that the information and data included in the 
papers do not give details of the size of investment in water resources, 
the number of projects executed and the accuracy of the water survey 
undertaken by the Jordanian authorities express the stale's concern 
for our water needs, and the importance given to satisfying an inc- 
reasing demand for water in the industrial, agricultural and domestic 
fields. 

The data introduced by the papers indicate that Jordan will be 
consuming 7U0.UUUJ.MMI cubic metres within two years: the present 
-volume being 4UU.UUU.0UUcubmic meters. This fact indicates that by 
the year 2.UUU. water consumption will exceed the reserves which are 
now estimated at l.UfiU.UUO.UlIU cubic meters in surface and und- 
erground water. The immediate future then will render Jordan’s 
cooperation with its neighbouring Arab stales for solving of its water 
shortage inevitable. Jordan's surface water, which comprises MU per 
cent of the country’s water supply, will require great effort and wise 
spending to ensure that it is not wasted. 



Reagan faces cooler relations with U.S. blacks

WASHINGTON — Black leaders 
see President Reagan's purge of 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission 
as one more proof that the U.S. 
leader talks one way about min- 
ority group concerns and acts ano- 
ther. 

Reagan replaced three staunch 
liberals on the six -member civil 
rights watchdog agency with app- 
ointees who share hisdwn opp- 
osition to school busing and hiring 
quoLas^s means of enhancing rac- 
ial integration. 

The move, by a president who 
insists he is a misunderstood cha- 
mpion of minority rights, drew 
heavy Fire from black civil rights 
leaders and liberal politicians of 
both races. 

The row erupted just two days 
after the Supreme Court rep- 
udiated Reagan's view that the 
government has no legal right to 


withhold tax exemptions from 
segregated schools. 

The court ruled that such sc- 
hools. including fundamentalist 
religious universities in the pol- 
itically important southern "Bible 
belt”, are ineligible for tax con- 
cessions and that Congress need 
not enact any special law to cover 
that point. 

Blacks hailed the decision not 
only as a victory for them but as a 
defeat for Reagan. 

With black voter enrolment dri- 
ves under way in advance of the 
I9K4 election, the gulf between 
the conservative Republican pre- 
sident and America's black com- 
munity has never been wider. 

A recent ABC- Washington 
Post poll showed that while Rea- 
gan's popularity was rising among 
the public as a whole, three blacks 
out of every four were unhappy 
with his presidency. 

Yet few things seem to upset 
Reagan more than charges that he 


is insensitive to the needs and asp- 
irations of the estimated 27 mil- 
lion blacks in the U.S. population 
of about 230 million. 

He has repeatedly stated that he 
abhors racial bias and would com- 
bat it "at the point of a bayonet if 
necessaiy." 

At his most recent White House 
news conference, he blamed his 
low standing among blacks on "a 
hatchet job" by liberals. 

‘Td have perfect confidence in 
our chances with black voters ... if 
we could get the truth to them." he 
said. 

Reagan has said he took his con- 
troversial stand on tax concessions 
for segregated schools only bec- 
ause he thought his hands were 
tied by existing law. 

The rights commission purge, 
however, was his own doing. 

“When it comes to Reagan, 
people are beginning to say, * what 
do you expectT ”, said Maudine 


Cooper of the National Urban 
League, a major black civil rights 
organisation. 

"It would be foolhardy for the 
black community to take any 
other position than that this adm- 
inistration is against the interests 
of blacks." Cooper said. 

"You look at the facts, not the 
rhetoric. The perception is there, 
whether the president believes it is 
fair or not." 

The White House offered no 
explanation of why Reagan chose 
to shake up the 'Civil Rights 
Commission. It merely noted that 
such a move was the president’s 
prerogative. 

Subject to Senate confirmation, 
he may name new commission 
members whenever he pleases. 
The agency was created in I9S7 as 
an independent watchdog over 
civil rights laws. It monitors pro- 
gress and issues reports but has no 
enforcement powers. 


Led by the three liberals just 
ousted, however, the agency has 
issued a series of reports critical of 
White House policy. 

it has denounced Reagan's 
opposition to school busing and 
his cuts in federal spending on 
education, saying: “These cha- 
nges signal a retreat from the nat- 
ion's long-held goal of equality of 
educational opportunity." 

Another report said the adm- 
inistration had done little to enf- 
orce -equal-opportunity hiring 
laws in the jobs market. 

Most recently, the agency cri- 
ticised the White House over acc- 
ess to federal civil rights enf- 
orcement records and. under its 
old membership, had threatened 
to issue subpoenas. 

Critics accuse Reagan of trying 
to silence the commission by app- 
ointing members he hopes will 
function as "yes” men. 

Such perceptions provide handy 


ammunition for “ political org- 
anisers who hope to add .millions 
of blacks to opposition Dem- 
ocratic voting rolfa' before next 
year's presidential primary ele- 
ction season opens. 

Although black "leaders may uy 
to run their own candidate in the 
Democratic primaries, the add- 
itional black vote will be on hand 
and in the Democratic column for 
the general election. 

Thai could be critical because, 
in 19S0. the number of unr- 
egistered black voters far exc- 
eeded Reagan's victory margin in 
a number of states. Of those 
blacks who did vote. 90 per cent 
supported the Democrats and 
seem likely to do so again. 

“The feeling among many 
blacks," said political scientist 
Eddie Williams. “Is that their 
backs are against the wall and they 
have no alternative but to come 
out voting." 


Ghana’s regime is still fighting for survival

ACCRA — The regime of 
Right-Lieutenant Jerry Rawlings 
appears suddenly threatened as its 
supporters turn to protest. 

During the last 1 7 months, sup- 
port from organised labour and 
students has helped Rawlings 
weather the wrath of Ghana's 
middle class for suspending (he 
constitution and of the country's 
Western partners and con- 
servative neighbours for wooing 
Libya and the Eastern Bloc. 

Rawlings. 35. survived at least 
three attempted coups in his first 
year of power, and his reputation 
for honesty ensured the majority 
support of workers and ordinary 
Ghanaians bemused by the eco- 
nomic collapse of their country. 

But suddenly that support is in 
jeopardy as the government faces 
demonstrations by organised lab- 
our and students during the worst 
food shortages in Ghana's rec- 
orded history. 

“It doesn't matter how sincere a 
president is. If his people are hun- 


— gry. he'ibe«er-watch-out.^-com — 
men ted a senior diplomat in Accra 
who has closely observed the reg- 
ime's evolution. • 

The government has said 
Ghana will lack 500.000 tonnes of 
food this year due to poor harvests 
and the influx of a million Gha- 
naians expelled from Nigeria 
three months ago as illegal imm- 
igrants. 

Rawlings' experiment in “peo- 
ple's power" still has a very sickly ' 
look about it. and the forces pre- 
pared to strangle it are inc- 
reasingly vociferous and org- 
anised. 

Few observers at home or abr- 
oad expected "Junior Jesus” Raw- 
lings to spend more than a few 
months inside the castle, the 
sand-bagged presidential res- 
idence on Accra Beach, when he 
seized power in his second coup on 
Dec. 31. I4KI. 

His Provisional National Def- 
ence Council tPNDC) imm- 
ediately outraged the middle-class 
by suspending the constitution, ' 
parliament and political parties.

But in 17 months the regime 
appears to have moved no closer 
to institutional stability and the 
system of People's and Workers' 
Defence Committees still lacks 
any visible coherence. 

The views ( of officially-, 
sponsored groups of "concerned 
students" and "progressive wor- 
kers” are quoted in the two gov- 
ernment newspapers but they 
were sharply out of step with the 
rank-and-file during serious dis- 
turbances this month. 

Leaders of the 17 trades unions 
urged the government on May 5 to 
suspend last April's budget, which 
drove up prices on both the official 
and black markets. 

PNDC Finance Secretary Kwesi 
Botchwey warned that vital for- 
eign credits would be blocked if 
the stringent budget were wit- 
hdrawn and Chairman Rawlings 
said the medicine was bitter but 
necessary. 

While workers in Kumasi bes- 


tear gas. thousands of students 
staged demonstrations which led 
to the indefinite closure of two of 
Ghana's three campuses. 

The once pro-PNDC students 
joined the regime’s persistent 
opponents, the professional gro- 
ups. and called on Rawlings to 
hand power to a national gov- 
ernment headed by chief justice. 

Anxious to avoid raising the 
temperature any further, the gov- 
ernment and security forces res- 
ponded prudently to the protests. 
“We will continue to show tol- 
erance in the face of pro vocation." 
said Rawlings. 

Wealthy exiles are accused of 
fomenting and financing the dis- 
turbances. and radical elements in 
the PNDC are convinced that the 
United States is actively involved. 

A series of newspaper articles 
about alleged U.S. spies in Ghana 
drew a written protest from the 
embassy about a campaign of 
"ami- American hysteria.” 

Relations with the United Sta- 


tes nose-dived on March 30 when- 
the PNDCs special adviser. Kojo 
Tsikata, publicly accused the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (CIA) of 
working to topple the gov- 
ernment. 

Tsikata. a retired army captain 
who trained at Britain's elite San- 
dhurst Military Academy and fou- 
ght in AngJoa’s liberation war. is 
considered to be Rawlings' closest 
counsellor .and the leader of 
PNDCs Marxist faction. 

His allegations were branded as 
“deliberately misleading" by the 
U.S. embassy, which warned that 
already-slashed aid programmes 
could be jeopardised. 

One source close to the PNDC 
said there was opposition within 
the council to the anti-American 
campaign, though he added: 
“There is overwhelming evidence 
that the United States has been 
caught with its fingers in a lot of 
honey pots.” 

Diplomatic sources dismissed 
the CIA stories. “The PNDC 
thinks the Reagan administration 
will do anything to bring down 


■revokaionaxy governments.- What 
people like Tsikata don't realise is 
that Ghana is not important eno- 
ugh to destabilise," said one Wes- 
tern diplomat. 

Opposition sources said the 
CIA scare was a decoy to deflect 
public attention from potentially 
the most dangerous threat to the 
PNDC, the official report into the 
murders last June of three judges 
and a retired army officer. 

The report was submitted seven 
weeks ago and the way the PNDC 
responds to it has become a key 
issue among middle-class . Gha- 
naians in particular. One former 
PNDC member has already adm- 
itted involvement but claimed he 
was acting on the orders q( Capt. 
Tsikata. who denied the acc- 
usation. 

.But the episode has further 
undermined the PNDCs cre- 
dibility after last year's resignation 
of the respected chief of defence 
staff. Brig. Joseph Nunoo- 
Mensah, over alleged importing to 
arms from Libya through uno- 
fficial channels.

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faces enormous task of reactivating health system

■A massive increase in government 
spending is needed to reactivate 
Lebanon's wrecked public health 
- system ■ according to. the Minister 
of. Health. Dr. Adnan Mroueh. 

t When Dr. Mroueh was app- 
ointed minister. last autumn he 
.inherited the remains of a system' 
which has been decimated by alm- 
, os* eight, years of fighting and 
large scale corruption among hea- 
lth, civil servants and the medical 
profession. The physical and fin- 
ancial damage done in this time 
has meant starting virtually from 
scratch to rebuild the ministry and 
its facilities. 

But already he has bad to come 

to terms with the shortage of 
money in drawing up a policy for 
rehabilitation of the network of 
government hospitals and dimes. 
The system has always been the 
much poorer relation of Leb- 
anon's private medical sector. Dr. 
Mroueh estimates that even an 
increase of 500 per cent in the pre- 
sent budget allocations would be 
“very modest’ 1 . 

Realistic 

“Right now $2 to $3 per capita 
is spent on the health service 
which is very low be said. “ I would 
like to see it put at S 10 per capita 
which is a more realistic figure. 
S30 million for a population of 
three million people roughly equ- 
als 150 million Lebanese pounds 
which is still very modest But I 
don’t think our health budget wiD 
go up without an infusion of aid.” 

Dr. Mroueh has to break a vis- 
cious circle of private hospital 
funding which has deprived the 
public hospitals of money. While 
the ministry’s hospitals are out of 
action, funds are reallocated to 
private hospitals for the treatment 
of patients who cannot afford to 
pay private fees — a system wide 
open to fraud. Yet while the pri- 
vate hospitals milk up to 90 per 
cent of public health funds, the 
government hospitals go without 
cash for repair and vital req- 
uirements. Dr. Mroueh, regarded 
as a most progressive minister who 
has a genuine understanding of 
the needs of Lebanon's poor 
communities, is committed to the 
restoration of their welfare fac- 
ilities. As a successful Beirut gyn- 
aecologist and obstretrician, he 


has championed the cause of poor 
families, particularly in his role as 
president of the Lebanese Family 
^fanning Association. His long 
term plans reflect the need to pro- 
vide for those without direct acc- 
ess to expensive medical care. 

In the short term he admits wit- 
hout proper funding the ministry 
has no. choice “but to take the sec- 
ond best course'’. By that he 
means repairing wherever pos- 
sible war damaged hospitals, while 
badly needed major rec- 
onstruction remains beyond the 
reach of the ministry meagre 
funds. Sidon Government Hos- 
pital is a top priority in a war-torn 
region full of Lebanese and Pal- 
estinian refugees displaced from 
their camps and villages by years 
of fighting. The hospital was run 
down by the lack of firads since the 
civil war of 1975, before suffering 
massive damage by Israeli artillery 
and air raids in their invasion of 
South Lebanon last June. 

Today the five storey hospital 
building is occupied by Israeli 
army soldiers rather than sick pat- 
ients. It’s wards and offices are 
exposed to the winter weather 
through gaping boles smashed 
into the thick sandstone by dozens 
of direct artillery hits. Once a fully 
operational 300 bed general hos- 
pital affiliated to the American' 
University Hospital of Beirut, 
Sidon Hospital looks like a greatly 
holed gruyere cheese. Dr. Mroueh 
says it is so badly damaged that he 
is now considering whether to 
demolish the hospital and start all' 
over again. That presents two 
problems —finding an alternative 
service and the cash to build again. 

Focal point 

The current cost of hospital 
construction is around Lebanese 
pounds 300.000 per bed. be exp- 
lained. which would put the price 
ofevenasmall 100-bed hospital aL 
Lebanese pounds 30 million, not 
including the cost of land. The 300 
million Lebanese pounds for a 
large hospital again excludes land 
costs, maintenance and ope- 
rational costs. However, a project 
which could provide a dynamic 
new focal point for the gov- 
ernment health service, the pro- 
posed 650-bed Beirut Bir Hassan 
Hospital could still go ahead this 


year having survived the setbacks 
of the. summer invasion. 

In the meantime. Dr. Mroueh 
said, the ministry will continue to 
subsidise hospital bills of all Leb- 
anese. He spoke to Middle East 
Health at his Beirut surgery where 
he works nights co-ordmating eff- 
orts made by voluntary workers 
after a day's work at the ministiy 
offices recently re-occupied by 
staff on the city's former frontline. 
The ministiy building, by the Nat- 
ional Museum, scene of so many 
battles, was left badly damaged. 

“The Ministiy of Health has 
had to rely on the private sector 
and that is very costly*' , Dr. Mro- 
ueh said. “Of the total budget, 
after salaries, the minis try pays 
out almost 90 per cent to privaie 
hospitals. The total budget is 90 
milli on Lebanese pounds plus 
additional finance from the gov- 
ernment emergency fund. That is 
equal to 80 million Lebanese pou- 
nds plus spent on the private hos- 
pitals. We can’t stop it unless we 
can provide an alternative service. 
This will be done gradually and we 
will keep some specialist areas in 
private hospitals.’’ 

Dr. Mroueh is under no ill- 
usions about the corrupt nature of 
many of the private hospital cla- 
ims and the fact that wealthy pat- 
ients write off their bills under the 
scheme while poor patients never 
make it through the hospital 
doors. 

“We are dealing with 84 private 
hospitals”, ha explained, “and we 
have been making these payments 
since 1975. Some hospitals are 
forgjng and falsifying their num- 
ber of patients. It is a drain on the 
ministiy. Plus there is public res- 
entment over this form of hos- 
pitalisation. Private hospitals are- 
charging double by billing the pat- 
ient and the ministry of health. 
This is widespread. Many Leb- 
anese use private hospitals under 
the scheme — about 70,000 peo- 
ple each year. Many are casualties 
and they have been charged bef- 
ore they are even admitted. They 
catch you before you go in.’ 1 

As if to illustrate the plight bro- 
ught about by the money shortage, 
two of the ministry’s voluntary 
workers arrived from a tour of the 
southern market town of Nab- 
atieh, a former Palestine Lib-' 
eration Organisation (PLO) str- 
onghold severely damaged by the 
Israelis over several years.

Lebanese ski resort active

FARAYA, Lebanon — Snow, sun 
and high mo on tains are in ple- 
ntiful supply at the Lebanese ski 
resort of Faraya, but you will not 
find it advertised in any winter- 
sports brochures. 

One reason is that the resort, 
clinging to the 2,628-metre 
Mount Sannine, lies on the front 
line between Lebanese rightist 
militiamen and their foes, the Syr- 
ian troops who control the east of 
the country. 

Situated about 45 km from Bei- 
rut, Faraya can claim to be one of 
the stranger resorts on the. winter 
circuit. 


Despite the typically Lebanese 
arrangement which keeps the res- 
ort working,, one nervy skier rem- 
arked: “I always feel someone is 
training a gun on me as 1 ride up 
the chair lift.” 

Lebanese have been skiing at 
Faraya for some 20 years, and the 
privately run resort has remained 
open every winter despite the rel- 
entless strife in Lebanon since the 
1975-76 civil war. 

Local cafe owner Yaacoub Bte- 
khe said last year's Israeli inv- 
asion and Lebanon's continuing 
turmoil bad not dampened the 
.sporting appetities of the chic set 
who ski and swim regardless. 

Although the skiing is limited 
and the slopes crowded, Faraya 


remains a weekend magnet for 
.fashion-conscious Lebanese. 

In spring, the energetic ones can 
ski in the morning and dash a mere 
40 km down the mountain side to 
swim in the Mediterranean. 

The mountain ridge at Faraya is 
held by Syrian troops, who ent- 
ered Lebanon as a peace force and 
later fell to figbting the Christian 
rightists, who still control the res- 
ort. 

Local residents say the two sides 
exchange occasional shellfire in 
summer, but in winter the Syrians 
leave the exposed mountain tops 
for the Bekaa valley to the east. 

Water and electricity supplies 
here are scant, but new chalets are 
still being built in what local peo- 


there you have to get in a taxi and 
come to Beirut”, one of the obs- 
ervers reported. “There are no 
ambulances in the south and th 
erefore no emergency cover." 

The list of problems and sho- 
rtages grows night and day as 
more facts filter back to Beirut 
from outlying areas. One of the 
frustrations at the moment is that 
all government hospital staff and 
civil servants have to be paid, even 
though they are not doing any 
work. The effect on a large pro- 
portion of the population has been 
traumatic. 

“Some 650,000 people in Leb- 
anon are covered by social sec- 
urity. Another 150,000 are cov- 
ered for health care by the armed 
forces and internal security forces. 
And there are 70,000 who are 
covered by the civil service which 
has its own co-operative medical 
scheme. That equals one third of 
the population. A very small fra- 
ction are very wealthy and can go 
overseas for treatment; those who 
are very poor can sometimes man- 
age to go to philanthropic small 
hospitals for medical care. 

“There is increased diarrhoea 
and bronchial disease in winter. 
There is typhoid, hepatitis and 
gastro -intestinal disease due to 
the lack of sanitation. There is still 
polio. We have no mass vac- 
cination programme: I would like 
to introduce this. It is not exp- 
ensive. Infant mortality is high — 
60 per 1 000 perinatal figure. Fifty 
nine to 60 years is the average life 
expectancy worked out by the 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO). We are now closer to the 
lower figure of the Third World. 
Many of these things can be cha- 
nged with big investments, res- 
tructuring and commitment which 
are the ingredients of success.” 

Radical change 

In the long term the minister 
aims to redress the inbalance he - 
sees between Lebanon's con- 
trasting communities. For that he 
intends a radical change in the str- 
ucture and emphasis of care. And 
he criticises the growth of the 
hospital-oriented system which 
cannot properly serve enough 
people. 

“.The whole health system in 
Lebanon was fashioned on French 
lines and was not necessarily app- 
licable here," he said. “There has 
been a duplicating of services 
which has consumed dis- 
proportionate slice of the health 


budget without yielding a service 
that justifies the money.” 

Quoting the reports given to the 
WHO and United Nations Int- 
ernational Children's Emergency 
Fund (UNICEF) conference held 
in Alma-Ata in 1978, Dr. Mroueh 
pointed out that health care based 
on the Western model was ine- 
ffective, reaching an upper crust of 
maybe 20 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, while the remainder who 
live in rural areas and slums go 
without care. 

“Like many ministries of health 
we have not given emphasis to 
preventive services, family pla- 
nning, mother and child health,” 
he said “We have revolved aro- 
und the curative with the ministry 
in the centre of the funding ope- 
ration. We need health workers 
going around the countryside giv- 
ing inocualtions. At the FPA we 
used to give 5000 to 10,000 vac- 
tines. 

“But the Ministry of Health has 
not monitoring parameters like 
vital statistics for surveying health 
indices. So we recruited the WHO 
to organise statistics and mon- 
itoring last November. My work in 
family planning has really given 
me insights into what is needed 
while following up obligations of 
WHO and UNICEF. Health is a' 
reflection of a total social eco- 
nomic setting, and not just hos- 
pitals and equipment. If we don't 
pay equal attention to water and 
sewerage and roads then we can- 
not get the benefits in health care. 
Improved health will come with 
the raising of services before more 
input in hospitals and eq- 
uipment. Urban areas have the 
political clout to get health to the 
deirement of the rural areas where 
there is a terrible infrastructure.” 


Decentralisation 

Jfo-January a preventive health 
programme was scheduled to start 
along with an innovative scheme 
for decentralisation of the health 
system. 

“ By decentralising our services, 
the government can allocate an 
operational and developmental 
budget to local authorities”. Dr. 
Mroueh explained. “Dev- 
elopment is dependent on the 
need to favour underdeveloped 
areas until such time the country 
has equal health services. We are 
thinking of setting up local health 
authorities which do not exist at

things must get better in Lebanon. 

Because Faraya has been hit by 
freak spring snow storms which 
have all -but buried the lifts and ski 
stations, the only guests at the best 
hotel the four-star Faraya Mzaar, 
are members of the. Falange- 
dominated “Lebanese forces” 
militia . 

Young men stomp around in ski 
boots wearing the all-white uni- 
form of the militia’s small ski 
corps. 

The crowds have been kept 
away by the storms which res- 
idents say brought more than four 
metres of snow last month. 

“This winter has been the worst 
ever for us," says Mr. Bteicbo, 


whose family owns a large part of 
the catering, hotel and ski-hire 
trade in the town of 5,000 people. 

“For the past six weeks no one 
has been able to ski properly here. 
The roads are still not open all the 
way to the ski station ... it’s ana- 
rchy. 

“We have militias and the Leb- 
anese army, but no police to direct 
the traffic and not enough snow 
ploughs," he says. 

Troops serving with the U.S.- 
French-Italian-British mul- 
tinational peace force in Beirut 
have added a welcome source of 
revenue for the beleagured tra- 
ders and their jeeps are well equ- 
ipped for battling along the snowy 
roads.

waiting for the implementation of 
the recently concluded Israeli- 
Lebanese troop withdrawal agr- 
eement. 

It expressed scepticism that the 
accord would be implemented 
because of strong Syrian opp- 
osition to it. Israel has made its 
withdrawal dependent on similar 
pullbacks by the Syrians and Pal- 
estinian forces. 

The initial withdrawal should be 
to a line roughly 45 kilometres 
'south of the present one or run- 
ning just north of the coastal town 
of Sidon, the party said. - 

International units, drawn mai- 
nly from the United States, France 
and Italy, could advance from 
their positions in Beirut to the line 
evacuated by the Israelis, the 
Labour Party said. 

Mr. Arens said Friday: “I think

The Israeli official said it was 
not clear exactly what would hap- 
pen if Syria refused to get out, but 
that Israel Lebanon and the Uni- 


ted States would consult fully on 
the next steps and the Israelis 
would consider various ideas “for 
a different deployment in Leb- 
anon.” 

He strongly opposed sug- 
gestions to involve the Soviet 
Union in diplomatic efforts to per- 
suade Syria to leave Lebanon. 

“The Soviet Union is out to 
undermine the (withdrawal) agr- 
eement," Mr. Ben-Meir said.

The other two, the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (PFLP) and the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (DFLP), did not go so far. 

In a joint statement, they called 
for “democratic reforms” within 
the PLO but said the reforms sho- 
uld be carried out without dam- 
aging Palestinian unity. 

A PFLP spokesman in Dam- 
ascus said the statement did not' 
mean the two groups supported 
the month-old rebellion by a 
group of officers of Fateh, the big- 
gest guerrilla group within the 
PLO and also headed by Mr. Ara- 
fat. 

“Democratic reforms and self- 
criticism are essential. But we are 
opposed to any dissension or 


splits,'' he said. 

it was difficult to tell how much 
support the dissident Fateh off- 
icers had gained. But there was no 
sign that the rank and file of Pal- 
estinian fighters in Lebanon opp- 
osed Mr. Arafat. 

• Friday’s WAFA dispatch said 
the PLO leader met Fateh military 
commanders in Tripoli, north 
Lebanon.

to investigate the Red Brigades’ 
1978 killing of former Prime Min- 
ister Aldo Moro and the entire his- 
tory of the organisation that ter- 
rorised Italy for a decade. 

“In conclusion, the committee 
considers it credible that the Isr- 
aeli secret services sought to est- 
ablish a link with the Red Brigades 
in 1974,” the report says. 

This view, it says, is based on the 
fact that “almost all the Red Bri- - 
gades 1 leaders were aware of an 


attempt by the Israeli secret ser- 
vices to make contact with the 
organisation through an offer of 
arms and money.” 

The report is based on extensive 
questioning of imprisoned mem- 
bers of the Red Brigades and the 
allied Prima Unea group, police, 
political figures, the secret ser- 
vices, and others. 

The report suggests the Israeli ■ 
offer was made because it was felt 
that instability in Italy, a key U.S. 
ally in the Mediterranean basin, 
would prompt Washington to 


commit itself more heavily to Isr- 
ael 

Israel also believed the Red 
Brigades' activity was detrimental 
to the Communist Party’s chances 
of participating in government, a 
development which might have 
led to the adoption of a pro-Arab 
line, it says. 

The offer of contact with the 
Israelis was made through a law- 
yer in Milan, but it was rejected 
because of fear among the Red 
Brigades of being manipulated by 
foreign secret services.

PARIS < Rl — Local hero Yannick 
Noah outclassed compatriot Chr- 
istophe Roger- Vasselin to bec- 
ome the first home player to reach 
the men's singles final of the 
French Open Tennis Cha- 
mp ; onships in eleven years Friday. 

Noah, the number six seed, won 
6-3. 6-t*. 6-0 with contemptuous 
ease, turning on a brilliant display 
of aggressive, power tennis which 
had the little-known Roger- 
Vasselin struggling to win a point. 

The two men are good friends 
off court and Noah leapt the net at 
the end to throw an encouraging 
arm around his opponent. 


“This tournament has been a 
dream for both of us, it's a shame 
our dreams had to clash," said 
Noah, who reeled off the last 14 
games. 

His opponent in the final will be 
defending champion Mats Wil- 
ander of Sweden, the number five 
seed who defeated eighth seed 
Jose Higueras on Friday. 

Noah added: “The final will be 
very different. It will be for the 
title, and Wilander is a baseliner. 
whereas Roger- Vasselin varies his 
game enormously.*' 

Noah's superb athleticism was a 
feature of the match as he chased

down angled shots from his uns- 
eeded opponent and leapt high to 
put away poorly-directed lobs. 

In the third set he dashed off 
three love games before Roger- 
Vasselio, to the embarrassed relief 
of the capacity crowd, achieved 
the relative triumph of taking 
Noah to deuce. 

Cam eroun -born Noah, through 
to the final of a grand slam tou- 
rnament for the first time, can 
count on tremendous support in 
Sunday's final. The last Fre- 
nchman to reach the Paris final 
was in 1972 when Patricky Proisy 
lost to Spain's Andres Gimeno. 
The last French champion was 
Marcel Bernard in 1946. 

Roger- Vasselin, who knocked 
out top-seed Jimmy Connors of 
the United States in straight sets in 
the quarter-finals, said that he had 
started Friday's match mentally 
fatigued. 

“ I didn't come into the match in 
the same frame of mind as against 
Connors. I was very fatigued men- 
tally. and Yannick never let me get 
into the match.” he said. 


Noah agreed, adding: “It was 
difficult to play against someone 
you look upon as a brother. It was 
hard at first to work up the nec- 
essary aggression. I think Chr- 
istophe lost the match today by 
winning his match against Con- 
nors two days ago. For the last two 
days he has been solicited by jou- 
rnalists and other people. He's a 
nice guy and didn’t know how to 
say no." 

Roger-Vasselin made a good 
start, breaking Noah’s service in 
the opening game. But as Noah 
settled into the match it rapidly 
turned into a nightmare for his 
25-year-old opponent who has an 
English mother and a French fat- 
her. 

He struggled with his own ser- 
vice, and his returns of Noah's 
powerful first serve were con- 
stantly overhit. 

As Noah moved into top gear, it 
became little more than a workout 
for the French number one who 
needed just 48 minutes to storm 
through the second and third sets.

IOC president firm on dope tests 


LAUSANNE. Switzerland (R) — 
International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch of Spain stressed Thu- 
rsday that the disputed drugs caf- 
feine and testosterone would be 
included in doping controls at the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics. 

He told a news conference on 
the final day of the executive 
board meeting in Lausanne: “We 
have a list of banned drugs which 
will be tested at the Sarajevo win- 
ter Olympics, among them are caf- 
feine and testosterone. All the 
drugs on our list will be tested at 
the Los Angeles summer Oly- 
mpics.” 

On Wednesday, the organisers 
of the Los Angeles games said 
they were opposed to dope tests 
for caffeine, which is common to 
many beverages, and tes- 
tosterone, a male hormone nat- 
urally present in the bodies of men 
and women. 

But they said they would study 
the results of tests for the two 
drugs to be conducted at the 
World Athletic Championships in 
Helsinki in August and the Med- 
iterranean Games in Casablanca 
in September. 

But Samaranch said Thursday: 
“The final responsibility for 


dope-testing rests with the IOC 
medical commission not with Nat- 
ional Olympic Committees.” 

Samaranch said he fell the res- 
ults in Helsinki and Casablanca 
would be reliable and that the Los 
Angeles Olympic Organising 
Committee (LAOOC) would 
comply. 

LAOOC President Peter Ueb- 
erroth told a news conference 
Wednesday the committee had 
received the results of the caffeine 
and testosterone tests made at the 
Commonwealth Games in Bri- 
sbane last year and had found 
them ‘totally unsatisfactory’. 

Asked what steps the IOC 
would take if the LAOOC ref- 
used. Samaranch said: “It can’t 
happen. The LAOOC is bound to 
adhere to the Olympic Charter.”

The discount rate, which has 
been at K.5 per cent since last 
December, is the rate banks pay to 
borrow money from the Fed.

one group feels recent distortions 
in some money supply figures 
have meant they are virtually use- 
less for gauging what is going on in 
the economy. 

But they say another faction 
believes that despite the dis- 
tortions, the figures are indicating 
strongly that the economy is ove- 
rheating and something needs to 
be done to ensure that inflationary 
pressures do not re-emerge. 

It is generally accepted by eco- 
nomists that higher interest rates 
would hamper recovery in both 
the U.S. and world economy by 
choking off much -needed fresh 
funds to industry. 

At the beginning of the year, the 
Fed set a four to eight per cent 
1 983 growth rate for its most nar- 
row measure of the money supply, 
known as M-l, which measures 
current bank account levels and 
the number of bank notes in cir- 
culation. 

But since January, M-l has 
been growing at an annual rate of 
almost 13 per cent, prompting 
cries from some senior Reagan 
administration officials that the 


Fed needs to take action. 

Earlier this week. Treasury Sec- 
retary Donald Regan told rep- 
orters at the Williamsburg summit 
that the Fed might have to lighten 
credit soon. 

Administration sources said 
Mr. Regan's remarks generally 
reflect the views of Fed Chairman 
Paul Volcker. conveyed to the tre- 
asury secretary before the summit, 
and are not an independent call 
for tightening from the White 
House. 

Officially the Fed has been ign- 
oring the run-up in M-l, saying 
the spurt has resulted from various 
new accounts being included in its 
calculation, and has started mon- 
itoring other broader measures of 


money supply. 

But U.S. financial markets, tra- 
ined for years to keep close watch 
on M-l, have stayed sensitive to 
its movements and recent surges 
have been quickly translated into 
rises in market interest rates. 

Speculation over higher U.S. 
interest rates helped sustain the 
strength of the dollar on European 
foreign exchanges Friday. It ope- 
ned steady in Frankfurt at 2.5478 
marks, well above Thursday's 
New York close of 2.5410. 

Dealers said they expected the 
latest M-l figures to show only a 
slight fall but not by enough to 
dispel speculation over a tig- 
htening of U.S. credit. 


Further U.S. -Soviet 
grain talks set for 
June 20 in Vloscow 

WASHINGTON (R.) — The United States says further talks with the 
Soviet Union on a new long-term grain deal have been tentatively set 
for June 20 in Moscow. 

The word came on- the heels of a two-day session in London to 
explore prospects of a new pact after a slump in U.S. grain deliveries 
following its embargo over Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

President Reagan, under pressure from fanners, is anxious to win 
back a major share of the S4 billion Soviet market for imported 
wheat and maize. 

A spokesman for Agriculture Secretary John Block told reporters 
in Washington that the London meetings had been “friendly, con- 
structive and courteous." 

But both delegations withheld comment on the substance of the 
talks. 

The current U.S.-Soviet grain pact took effect in 1976 and expires 
in September. 

It has allowed Moscow's buyers to take more than 70 million 
tonnes of U.S. grain, valued at $9.5 billion. 

U.S. officials, eager to boost grain sales to the lucrative Soviet 
market, would like to see a new agreement providing for sharply 
higher minimum and maximum purchase levels. 

USSR may not^gn for h^her quantities — ■ 

But Western agricultural experts in Moscow said the Soviet Union 
might be reluctant to sign an agreement for higher quantities as the 
Kremlin. had diversified its supply sources since the 1981) U.S. emb- 
argo. , . 

President Reagan ended the embargo soon after taking office. 

Since it was imposed, the U.S. share of the Soviet Union’s grain 
market has fallen from more than 70 per cent to 20 per cent. 

In London, sources close to the grain talks reported reasonable 
progress in negotiating a pact, but said further meetings would cover 
the matter on a more formal basis. 

The agriculture department spokesman said he assumed the same 
eight-member delegation led by deputy trade representative Mr. 
Robert Lightizer would take pan in the Moscow talks. 

Mr. Boris Gordeev, deputy foreign trade minister, headed Mos- 
cow's negotiating team at the London session. 


Suez Canal earnings to increase 

CAIRO (R) — Earnings of the Suez Canal would reach more than 
Sl.l billion by the end of 1983, an increase of S210 million over 
1982, the authority of the intemational.waterway said in a statement. 

The waterway earned S94U million- in 1982. according to the 
statement. 

Suez Canal earnings are among Egypt's four main sources of 
foreign exchange. The other three are oil exports, tourism and rem- 
ittances of Egyptians working abroad.

The bank 
said in a statement the S 1*1.4 million project would also receive a 
total of SI million from the World Health Organisation and 
United Nations Children's Fund. 

Saudi oil reserves to last 68 years 

KUWAIT (R) — The known oil reserves of Saudi Arabia. the 
world's largest oil exporter, will last 68 years at current pro- 
duction levels, a report by the Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC) said Thursday. The monthly rep- 
ort for June said known reserves in Kuwait would last 221 ye ars. 
Iraq 1 14 years. United Arab Emirates 72 years. Libya 58 years. 
Algeria 38 years, Qatar 28 years. Egypt 1 4 years. Oman 23 years, 
Bahrain 12 years and Tunisia 49 years. 

Major N. Sea oil find announced 

LONDON (R) — The U.S. -owned Marathon Oil Company Thu- 
rsday announced a major new $2.7 billion oil and gas dev- 
elopment in the British sector of the North Sea. The company said 
the new well would come on stream in 1 988 and would reach peak 
production of around 75.000 barrels a day. The well will pump 
so-called gas concentrates --extremely high grade light oil —by a 
system of gas reinjection, the first of its type in the North Sea. 
according to London oil analysis. Marathon estimated rec- 
overable reserves at about 200 million barrels of condensate and 
more than 600 billion cubic feet of gas. 

Islamic bank gives loan to Rabat 

JEDDAH (R) — The Jeddah-based Islamic Development Bank 
said Thursday il had granted Morocco a $20 million interest-free 
loan for crude oil imports. The bank granted Morocco a $22 
million loan for the same purpose earlier this year, it said in a 
statement. 

EEC, Cyprus conclude trade pact 

BRUSSELS (R) — The European Commission said Thursday 
that it had concluded a new trade pact with Cyprus, ending two 
years of disagreement over Cypriot exports of farm products to 
the 10-nation European community. A spokesman for the com- 
mission said the agreement, which covers 1983. would allow 
Cyprus privileged access to community markets for its key exports 
of grapes, carrots, aubergines and other produce. 

Bolivia faces severe food shortage 


LA PAZ (R) — Bolivia will be able to produce less lhan half its 
food needs this year following a drought in the highlands and 
floods in the lowlands, an official report said Thursday. The report 
issued by the ministry of rural affairs, said agricultural production 
would hardly go beyond one million tonnes, while demand would 
reach 2.2 million tonnes. Rtce. barley, maize, wheat, sorghum, 
potatoes would be among commodities in short supply. The 
critical food situation has driven hundreds of peasants off the land 
to cities, and diplomatic sources said continuing drought could 
cause serious social troubles.

LONDON (R) — Britain's Lab- 
our opposition, repentant over a 
sharply-criticised remark on 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher's attitude in the Falklands 
War. tried Friday to shift the gen- 
eral election spotlight to other iss- 
ues. 

But the prime minister, cam- 
paigning for a strong new mandate 
in next Thursday's poll, had to 
face close questioning about the 
sinking of the Argentine cruiser 
General Beigrano in the first 
major engagement of the war last 
year.

South Korean students

SEOUL (R) — Police detained 
about 20 people Friday after nea- 
rly I .(Kill Seoul university students 
staged an ami-government dem- 
onstration in support of fasting 
former opposition leader Kim 
Young-Sam. eyewitnesses said. 

Mr. Kim. 55. a former pre- 
sidential contender and head of 
the banned main opposition New 
Democratic Party (NQP). has def- 
ied pleas from doctors and sup- 
porters to end his 1 7-day-old hun- 
ger strike to press for a return to 
democracy in South Korea. 

Hundreds of riot police Firing 
tear gas and wielding batons sto- 
rmed the campus of the Pre- 
sbyterian Yonsei University to 
break up the two-hour protest by 
students who chanted "Save Kim 
Young-Sam's life”. 

The students also demanded the 


resignation of President Chun 
Doo Hwan, a former army str- 
ongman. the witnesses said- 

Mr. Kim's aides quoted doctors 
at the Seoul National University 
Hospital, where he is refusing 
medication, as saying he was app- 
roaching a stage where he could 
suffer permanent damage. 

Three doctors spent two and a 
half hours Friday morning trying 
to persuade Mr. Kim. who has 
been taking only water and salt, to 
accept medication at least. 

Police Friday prevented a 
1 3-member committee, formed to 
try to persuade Mr. Kim to end his 
fast, from holding a meeting at the 
hospital. They put 10 members 
under house arrest but allowed 
three to stay at the hospital under 
police surveillance, according to 
the aide?.

But most of Britain's pre- 
dominantly conservative new- 
spapers blasted him for the attack 
and for injecting the previously 
dormant Falklands issue into the 
campaign. The papers called him a 
beast, repugnant, nasty, hyp- 
ocritical and stupid. 

Mr. Healey admitted that with 
the conservatives leading Labour 
by a margin of between 1 1 and 19 
percentage points in the polls, 
there was a big gap to bridge in the 
last six days of the campaign. 

Four polls published overnight 
showed the Liberal-Social Dem- 
ocratic alliance gaining in the rat- 
ings at the expense of the iwo 
major parties but still in third 
place. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (R) — 
Twenty-three people died when 
an Air Canada DC-9 caught 5 re 
and was forced to land Thursday 
night at Cincinnati's international 
airport, police said. 

Survivors told of the horror of 
the mid-air blaze as passengers 
scram bled to the front of the plane 
to avoid tbe smoke and people 
died around them ..." it was unb- 
earable ... we couldn’t see any- 
thing..” 

The airliner, carrying 41 pas- 
senger? and a crew of five, was 
flying from Dallas to Toronto and 
Montreal when the fire broke out, 
apparently in tbe tail section. 

Survivors said passengers were 
ordered to the front of the aircraft 
when smoke was seen pouring 
from a rear toilet. 

One man who escaped, Mon- 
treal businessman Raymond Cba- 
lifoux, said he thought the dead 


were suffocated by the smoke. 

' A temporary mortuary was set 
up at the airport about 200 yards 
from the buxned-out plane. 

An airport official said J 8 sur- 
vivors were taken to hospital. 

Two other survivors, Brenda 
Mayne, 38, and Audrie Ruttan. 
39, both .from Midland, Ontario, 
said a woman passenger first ale- 
rted the crew that black smoke 
had filled the toilet. 

A stewardess opened the toilet 
door and saw that the fire was 
“really going and that there was an 
enormous amount of black smoke. 

The plane was still on fire as it 
landed and the airport’s traffic 
manager said it bunted for an 
hour. 

An airport spokesman said the 
plane’s pilot first contacted the 
airport at Indianapolis. Indiana, to 


minutes before landing. 

The pilot had radioed “May- 
day”, the international distress 
signal, three times. 

“The pilot was very, very good. 
He made a very good landing 
there was no panic at all, “said 
survivor Chalifoux. “We didn't 
use oxygen because the pilot said 
oxygen would have fed the fire/’ 
he said. 

He said the passengers crowded 
together at the front of the plane. 
“It was an unbearable type of 
thing. You used anything you 
could find to breathe through, if 
you could find anything. I used a 
handkerchief.” 

Chalifoux said he climbed out of 
an exit over the wing after the lan- 
ding and stayed there fore several 
minutes to help other passengers. 


2 police deaths kick up 
political storm in France 


PARIS (R) — The murder of two 
Paris policemen this week, coi- 
nciding with the socialist gov- 
ernment’s repeal of a tough sec- 
urity law, has stirred up a new pol- 
itical storm over law and order in 
France. 

Justice Minister Robert Bad- 
inter Thursday rejected charges 
that the government had been soft 
on criminals since coming to 
power two years ago and accused 
the opposition of exploiting the 
deaths ot the policemen for pol- 
itical ends. 

"I will not accept political exp- 
loitation or allow any advantage to 
be taken of these deaths.” he said 
in a television interview. 

Some police unions and 
centre-right opposition spo- 
kesmen attacked the gov- 
ernments record on law and order 
after two policemen on an anti- 
burglary patrol were shot dead in 
Paris on Tuesday. One other pol- 
iceman was injured and the gun- 
men escaped. 

Early Thursday another pol- 
iceman was shot and seriously inj- 
ured. Asuspect has been arrested. 

President Francois Mitterrand 
tried to cool the debate by saying 
after Wednesday's cabinet mee- 
ting that everything possible 
would be done to hunt the killers 
and punish them severely. 

Bernard Pons, general secretary 
of the Gaullist Rally for the Rep- 
ublic (RPR) Party, condemned 
“the feebleness and demagogy of 
the government in the face of gro- 


wing crime and delinquency.” 

Newspapers said it was ironic 
that the killings occurred on the 
same day that the government 
repealed a controversial security 
law, which was enacted by the 
centre-right parties four months 
before they lost the 1981 ele- 
ctions. 

One of the most criticised pro- 
visions of the law allowed for ran- 
dom identity checks by police. 

The ruling alliance of socialists 
and communists voted this week 
to keep the identity checks but 
give more rights to those being 
inspected. 

The new law will also allow the 
reduction of some sentences, int- 
roduce more alternatives to pri- 
son, and cut to two days from 
three the time most suspects can 
be held wjthout being charged. 

Badinter, a radical lawyer who 
has abolished the death penalty 
and led a sweeping reform of the 
court system, said accusations of 
softness towards criminals were 
lies. 

Badinter says the prisons are 
fuller than ever and denies that his 
government’s policies have led to 
an increase in crime. 


ANKARA ( R) — Fifteen Turkish 
politicians spent their first day in 
detention tinder a military cra- 
ckdown Friday, but there were 
signs that a new rightist party may 
be 'formed to replace a con- 
servative group banned this week. 

A military decree on Tuesday 
which ordered the 15 men to rep- 
ort to the Dardanelles port of 
Canakkale also dissolved the 
Great Turkey Party (GTP). 

But newspapers reported that 
Mehmet Yasar. chairman of the 
Union of Turkish Chambers of 
Commerce, was preparing to lead 
a new party of the right. 

Although he was quoted as say- 


ing he was "waiting for the dust to 
settle” after Tuesday’s da- 
rn pdown, one of his associates, 
prominent academic Aydin Yal- 
cin. told reporters a move was 
underway to start a party. 

“We are working very slowly 
and carefully,” the well-known 
right-wing political sciences pro- 
fessor was quoted as saying. 

Gen. Kenan Evren, leader of 
the 1980 military coup and ins- 
talled as president for seven years, 
said the GTP was shut down bec- 
ause it was a front for the rebirth 
of the Justice Party of former 
Prime Minister Suleyman Dem- 
irel. 


Mr. Demirel was among the 15 
politicians who reported to Can- 
akkale Thursday and were con- 
fined in a nearby military base. A 
16th man ordered into detention, 
75-year-old former Foreign Min- 
ister Ihsan Sabri Cagiayangil, is in 
the Soviet Union and official sou- 
rces said he was expected back 
shortly. 

Gen. Evren, who has repeatedly 
called for a totally new political 
order, said this week more tough 
measures would be taken against 
any other former politicians cau- 
ght dabbling in new parties and he 
threatened to postpone the ele- 
ctions if need be.

Party (KKE ), introduces the “soc- 
ialisation” of state-controlled 
organisations by giving employees 
and local government a say in their 
running. 

The ruling Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK), which 
commands 172 seats in the 300- 
seat house, voted in favour of the 
bilL The conservative New Dem- 
ocracy, the main opposition party 
which has 1 15 deputies, voted aga- 
inst. 

According to union estimates, 
about a million workers ranging 
from accountants to telephonists 
staged a 24-hour strike Thursday 
to protest against the bill. They 
held rallies in Central Athens and 
throughout Greece. 


MOSCOW (R) — A secret group 
of Soviet followers of the Hare 
Krishna cuh has been tried and 
sentenced 1 in Moscow on charges 
of carrying out illegal religious act- 
ivities. according to a report pub- 
lished Friday. 

The weekly newspaper Nedelay 
said a clandestine Hare Krishna 
Organisation had been built up in 


the Soviet capital after a U.S. bel- 
iever it named as Robert Cam- 
panola made several visits in the 
1970s. 

The report was the first evi- 
dence that the Hare Krishna sect, 
known for the colourful robes and 
shaven heads of its followers in the 
West, had been active in the Sov- 
iet Union. 


Book says Nixon wanted to use 
nuclear arms in Vietnam 


Salvadorean rebels hold vital army 
installation as Reagan’s envoy arrives 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Leftist 
guerrillas said they killed 33 Sal- 
vadorean soldiers in an ambush of 
reinforcements sent to recapture a 
military communications post. 

The rebels' Radio Venceremos 
said Thursday guerrillas hit three 
army trucks carrying infantry tro- 
ops in a mine attack on the road 
between Chapelt ique and Ciudad 
Barrios in San Miguel province. 

The broadcast said 33 soldiers 
were killed and 27 wounded. 

The guerrillas said on Tuesday 
they had captured the army com- 
munications centre on the 
1.5U0-meire Cacaguatique vol- 
cano. The centre relayed inf- 
ormation to ground troops over 


most of eastern El Salvador. 

The army confirmed Thursday 
that the centre had fallen. The 
Farabundo Marti Liberation 
Front i^FMLN) broadcast said 49 
soldiers were taken prisoner at the 
centre. 


Military spokesman said two 
army helicopters and a fighter 
plane strafed and bombed rebel 
positions east of the capital Thu- 
rsday. No casualty figures were 
given. 


Reagan's man arrives 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Pre- 
sident Reagan's special envoy to 


Central America arrived in El Sal- 
vador Thursday on the first leg of a 
12-day tour of the turbulent reg- 
ion. 

The envoy, former Florida Sen. 
Richard Stone, began his trip to all 
seven Central American states 
and three Latin American capitals 
as the Reagan administration 
announced the replacement of 
two seniorofficiais handling Latin 
American affairs. 

Reports of the changes had 
prompted speculation that Mr. 
Reagan was taking a tougher line 
against leftists in Central Ame- 
rica. But U.S. officials said the 
reshuffle did not signal a change in 
Washington policy. 


NEW YORK (R) — President 
Richard Nixon, bypassing his cab- 
inet, had top-secret contingency 
plans drawn up in 1 969 for an inv- 
asion of North Vietnam and the 
use of nuclear weapons against it 
to try to end the war, a new book 
says. 

The book, “The Price of Power: 
Kissinger in tbe Nixon White 
House” by Pulitzer prize-winning 
investigative reporter Seymour 
Hersb. also charges that three 
years later Mr. Nixon reneged on a 
peace agreement reached with 
Hanoi. 

Hersh said Mr. Nixon scuttled 
tbe agreement negotiated by his 
national security adviser Heniy 
Kissinger in October, 1972, bec- 
ause hisopinioQ poll specialist told 
him it could cost him tbe pre- 
sidential election the following 
month. 

Neither Nixon nor Kissinger 
would comment on the book- A 
Kissinger aide said the former sec- 
retary of state could oot comment 
because he had not read it. 

The book -- based on four 
years of research, 1,000 int- 
erviews and documents provided 
by Hanoi and former South Vie- 
tnamese President Nguyen van 
Thieu — said Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Kissinger had agreed on a “mad- 
man strategy” in 1969 to force the 
North Vietnamese to the neg- 
otiating table. 

Hersh said Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Kissinger had’ the office of the 
chief of naval operations devise an 


extensive contingency plan, 
code-named “duck hook,” that 
called for a ground invasion of the 
North and the massive bombing of 
Hanoi, Haiphong and North Vie- 
tnam's elaborate network of 
dykes. 

He said the plan also envisaged 
using nuclear devices to destroy 
tbe main north-south routes of the 
Ho Chi Minh trail. 

Hersh said there was a second 
“even more secret study dealing 
with the implications of using tac- 
tical nuclear weapons” to destroy 
the main rail supply lines linking 
North Vietnam with China. 
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‘A savage blow” 

According to the book. Nixon 
sex a Nov. 1, 1969, deadline for 
the North Vietnamese to accede 
to a negotiated settlement or face 
“a savage, decisive blow.” 

Hersh claims the warning was 
transmitted to the North by a ser- 
ies of intermediaries, including 
Romania and Pakistan, and Mr. 
Nixon placed the Strategic Air 
Command on a secret 29- 
day-long nuclear alert, its highest 
state of readiness. 

But within two weeks of the 
Nov. 1 deadline, Hersb said, Mr. 
Nixon backed down because of ris- 
ing U.S. ami-war sentiment. 

Hersh, citing previously una- 
vailable North Vietnamese doc- 
uments, said that in October, 
1972, Mr. Nixon informed Hanoi 
that he considered Mr. Kissinger's 
negotiations for peace complete. 

But Mr. Nixon, faced with obj- 
ections from the South Vie- 
tnamese and told by his pollster 
that a pre-election peace could 
cost him the November election 
by losing him millions of working 
class votes, changed his mind. 

This move, said Hersh, bet- 
rayed both Kissinger and the 
North Vietnamese at the very 
moment when peace was att- 
ainable. 

It was followed by Mr. Kis- 
singer's Oct.26, 1972, press con- 
fere nee in which he declared that ; 
“peace is at hand." 

Hersh said Mr. Kissinger was j 
actually explain ingtbe breakdown 
of peace talks with the North, not 
a looming breakthrough, and 
added Mr. Nixon was furious at his 
use of that phrase. 

While Hersh’ s book dwells in 
great detail on Vietnam, it also 
deals with a variety of other sub- 
jects, including the first Strategic 
Anns Limitation Talks (SALT 1), 
the Middle East and the Indo- 
Pakistani war. 

The book claims that former
